Examiner's statement of reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For claim 1 ,no prior art of record was found for a method for providing VoIP 
service including programmatically placing VoIP test calls from a test probe with a 
plurality of addresses, the TP associated with several service levels, each level based 
on a type of Internet Protocol and a type of voice Codecs, and then selecting one of the 
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levels and having the voice quality measured according to the selected service level to 
obtain voice quality metric values. 

For claim 19, no prior art of record was found for a computer program product 
for use in a VoIP environment comprising associating a different level of service with 
each one of a plurality of phones of a test probe, each service level corresponding to a 
type of Internet protocol and a type of codec and cause the test voice call to be 
transferred over Volp such that the number at the associated service abd having a 
voice call listening quality measured to produce a voice quality metric.
